HOUSEHOLD RECEIPTS. 

Dry paint is removed by dipping a swab 
with a handle in a strong solution of oxal¬ 
ic acid. It softens at once. 

When clothes have acquired an unpleas¬ 
ant odor by being kept from the air, char¬ 
coal laid in the folds will soon remove it. 

If there is rust on your flat-iron or other 
roughness, put some fine salt on a board, 
and rub it rapidly while warm, until it 
moves smoothly. 

If black dresses have been stained, boil a 
handful of flg leaves in a quart of water j 
and reduce it to a pint, A sponge dipped 
in this liquid and rubbed upon them, will 
entirely remove stains from crapes, bom¬ 
bazines, etc. 

Ten grains of oxalic acid in half a pint 
of water will remove all ink and fruit 
stains. Wet the article in hot water, and 
apply to the top of the bottle, so that the 
liquid will reach it, then rinse it well. 

If rats are about scatter powdered cop¬ 
peras, or All up the crevices with hard 
soap, or dip the rat in a cup of tar and let 
it go, and it will tar plaster every hole in 
the house.

A WELL SHOTTED SOLDIER. 

Of those bearing honorable scars for 
their country iu the late war, few can show 
a better record than Col. A. E. Tisdale of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, sou of the late Tim¬ 
othy Tisdale of this town. He was wound¬ 
ed twelve times, the first time by a ball, 
destroying the sight of au eye, and felling 
him from his horse backward to the ground.

The remaining 
three, the ball permanently lodged, one in 
the arm, another in the leg, and the third 
in the back. The third did not enter the 
back, however, but, according to the Spartan 
mother’s advice to her soldier boys to re¬ 
ceive the bullet in front facing the enemy, 
rather than behind, running away, was 
received in front, passing through 
the lung and lodging in the back. This 
wound irritates the lung, and since his re¬ 
turn from his visit here it has given rise to 
hemorrhage.

He 
can “sit among the elders” and listen to a 
profound discourse on spiritualism, while 
his ears are also greeted with music aud 
dancing in the pavilion a short distance oil'. 
The rap of the croquet mallet is also dis¬ 
tinctly heard during religious services, and 
the merry laugh of chattering beaux and 
sweethearts come in to fill up the vacant 
spaces. A barefooted fiddler with‘glasses 
and slouched palm leaf hat furnishes music 
for small parties during the day at the pa¬ 
vilion, and at 4 p. m. every day the breth¬ 
ren and sisters enter the grand dancing 
hall and trip the light fantastic toe till ten 
p. m. at night to the music of the Fitchburg 
Brass Band. Outsiders, of c#urse, join in 
the dance on the payment of a fee, while 
the spectators look on and eDjoy the fun 
gratuitously. This gathering is a strange 
combination of religious zeal and worldly 
amusement, and if one likes such enjoy¬ 
ment we advise him to go to Lake Pleasant 
before the camp-meeting closes. It is a 
delightful spot for recreation at any time, 
and particularly so at present. 


Quiet is settling down on the great 
Brooklyn Scandal, and whatever Moulton 
and Tilton may now say against Mr. Beech¬ 
er, their record is such that Beecher’s word 
will stand. The only doubt in the minds 
of some people is occasioned by the strong 
language used by Mr. Beecher in his let¬ 
ters to Moulton and Tilton concerning the 
latter’s wife. It should he borne in mind 
that Mr. Beecher is large-hearted, that he 
expresses his feelings on all matters very 
strongly, and in his great desire to bring 
abont peace in the family which he sup¬ 
posed he had injured by giving wroDg ad¬ 
vice, he used language which is construed 
to signify his guilt. All through the histo¬ 
ry of this sad affair Mr. Beecher appears 
an honest man, believing that Moulton was 
his friend as well as Tilton’s, and desiring 
to restore to Tilton‘prosperity and posi¬ 
tion. Burdened with innumerable cares, 
Mr. Beecher entrusted to Moulton a full 
settlement of his difficulties with Mr. Til¬ 
ton. In doing this Mouiton sometimes 
wrote the letters intended for Tilton, and 
for several years these men quietly wove a 
network about Mr. Beecher, evidently in¬ 
tending to rob him of his fortune and fame. 
Mr. Beecher was led to pay money and to 
mortgage bis own house to raise funds for 
helping Tilton to retrieve his broken for¬ 
tune. At last, finding it impossible to re¬ 
store Tilton to favor and that these men 
sought his own destruction, he refused to 
be duped any longer and sought the inves¬ 
tigation which has taken place. Mr. 
Moulton threatens a terrible thunderbolt 
on Beecher, but after what has happened 
all he may say should be received with cau¬ 
tion.

Hampden Parle ItnceH. 

The eigthth annual fall meeting of the 
Hampden Park Association at Springfield 
opened on Tuesday under favorable auspic¬ 
es. The first race on Tuesday was for the 
2.34 class and had nine competitors, being 
won by “Smuggler.” The 2.24 class had 
seven to start, aud was won by “Bodine’’ in 
three straight heats, “Susie” coming second 
and “Castle Boy” third in each heat.

He was badly burned, but his 
traveling cap saved his life, and that was 
burned from his head all except the band 
around the forehead. After remaining in 
the hospital at Cincinnati some ten days, 
he left and arrived at his home in Spring- 
field last week. He is badly scarred, his 
hair all burned off, and his head aud face 
all a scab. Had he not been a first-class 
swimmer, cool and collected, he must have 
been lost in the Ohio. He thinks the acci¬ 
dent was occasioned by “Western careless¬ 
ness,” and says that everything on board 
the boats is conducted in a wretched man¬ 
ner. 

The wife of Spencer Alden, late of this 
place, died in Agawam Tuesday, aged 92 
years. She was buried here Thursday 
afternoon. Mr. Alden is living with his son 
Benjamin, and is 94 years of ago.
